When driod plants nre sent the.y sliould be 
protected from bmtkagc in thc tnail by bcingindosedin shects oi 
pnpcr hctweenpicces ot stiifpastcboard. If speclmcns are tti hc sent 
frcsb, moisten thcm slightlv and pack them tightly in a box or iu a 
bmullc, wrappittg theni in heavy papcr. Write thc itame of the 
sender on thc ontside. In the letter accompanying the specimens 
state wlicrc each plant was collccted, the datc, thc lmnic of tlie 
collcctor, and add auy othcr notes in rcgard to the ocmioinic value 
of thc plant.

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In semlhig specimens ofplants ibr invcstigatimi it is (tcsirable 
to includc tlu: cntiro plant; if it is too large, portions sliowing 
lcavefi, llowors, nnd fhiit are snflicicnt. It is bost to prepare tlic 
speciincns by drying them undcr pressurc hctwecn folds of absorb- 
ent paper, otherwise the parts may shrink aml brcak so as to be 
hardly rccogniznble. Whcn driedplants are sent the.v should bo 
protectcd iVom brenkage in thc mail by bcingineloscd insheets of 
paper betwecn picees of stitrpasteboard. If spociniens an* to bc sent 
f'resli, moisten thcm slightly and packthcm tightl.v in a box or in a 
linmllc, wrapping them in heavy pnper. Write thc linme of' the 
sender on thc outside. In the letter accompany'mg the spccimens 
statc whcrc eacli plnnt was collccted, tbe datc, the naine of the 
collector, and add any othcr notes in regnrd to the eeonomic vnlae 
of the plnnt.
